7. In light of Applicant's arguments, the previous objection to claims 1 2 and 1 3 has 
been withdrawn. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

8. In light of Applicant's arguments, the previous 35 USC 112, 2"^ paragraph 
rejection of claims 2, 3, 12, and 13 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 1-24 are allowed for the reasons stated by the Applicant in the Remarks 
of 9/22/2008. US Patent No. 7,184,550 to Graunke details an end-to-end encryption 
scheme for requested content over a network, but does not have the details mentioned 
by Applicant. Namely, Graunke does not teach "an adaptive output interface (AO!) that 
utilizes the device key to determine a shared-secret key with a receiver in 
communication with the AOI" (Remarks, p. 14). An article, "Content Protection in the 
Digital Home" in the Intel Technology Journal is similarly deficient. It provides a broad 
view of end-to-end encryption, but does not have the details of the shared-secret key 
creation.
